As a nation our beginnings were in poverty and hardship and privation 


Yet before our national life was fairly begun, back In the colonial days -00 
years ago. our ancestors were fascinated by the feeble rays or the torch of 
learning and held it always steadfastly before them. 


Our zeal for popular education has been perhaps our most distinguishing 


characteristic ever since. We have Instinctively grasped the truth that with 
out high standards of literacy our great experiment in free government must 
fail. 
As compared with other and older peoples we have never been nig- 


gardly in our provisions for adequate systems of public schools. 
' 


In this respect we have done well, but not well enough. 
Our accomp-, 


lishments have been great, considering the handicaps which the physical con- 
quest of a continent have imposed upon us, but the late war revealed a condi- 
tion which is threatening and to which we should no longer blind ourselves. 


We refer to the lack of educational facilities among the Negroes of the 


South 
It will not do for us to say that this is a white man's country and 


that if the dominant race is well equipped mentally that is sufficient for our 
national needs. 
Our strength as a people is no greater than that of the 


weakest element in our national composition. 
As we could not survive half 


slave and half free, neither can free institutions endure if wo are half edu- 
cated and half illiterate. 


The statistics compiled as the result of our mobilization of the nation's 


man power should teach us a great and significant lesson. 
Of 490,000 negroes 


In the emergency army, only about one-half, or 242,000, were 
classified as 


literate. 
The other half were 
almost equally divided 
among the totally 


Illiterate and the relatively illiterate. 


The figures on white members of the army are shocking enough. 
Only 


77.2 per cent were classified as 
literate and of the remainder 
5 f> per cent 


were wholly illiterate and 16 per cent relatively illiterate. 
But some part of 


the 19S.OOO whites who were wholly illiterate and the 577,000 who were rela- 
tively illiterate was made up of young men of immigrant families, not long 
resident In the country. 
The negroes however, have been resident among 


us for generations. 
It is evident that they have been denied a just share in 


the provision made to Insure good citizenship. 


The illiterate and the relatively illiterate of both whites and negroes - 


1,023,000 in all—constitute a national peril. 
While we have discussed the 


densely ignorant masses of Russia and their susceptibility to being misled, 
we have neglected the appaling number of those similarly Ill-equipped in our 
own country- 
We have appreciated the need of carrying the blessings of edu- 


cation to the distant Filipino tribes and combating illitoraey in every part 
of their archipelago. 
Why have we been insensible to the need of the neigh- 


bor at our very door? 
i 


Highly organized as is our educational system and enormous as are the 


funds placed annually at its disposal, it is yet insufficient. 
To make it reullv 


adequate to the full national requirement is a task transcending in importance 
all the other problems of the future.
